THE  Flax-leaved  Alonsoa  (A.  linifolia) 
is  an  exceedingly 
handsome  an- 
nual, easily  grown, 
and  adapted  for  either 
garden  or  pot  culture. 
The  plants  grow  a 
foot  high,  clothed 
with  rather  narrow 
foliage,  which  is  al- 
most hidden  by  a 
mass  of  rich  scarlet, 
clustered  bloom. 
Seeds  started  in 
March  will  produce 
plants  that  will  begin 
blooming  in  June, 
and  continue  to  bear 
flowers  throughout 
the  season.  For  pots 
in  the  window  or  upon 
the  veranda  in  sum- 
mer few  annual  sub- 
jects are  more  showy 
or  desirable,  while 
as  border  flowers  in  a 
warm,  sheltered  place 
they  are  very  attrac- 
tive. Being  rare,  the 
plants  excite  atten- 
tion as  a  novelty. 
The  little  illustration 
shows  an  improved 
variety,  known  as  Alonsoa  linifolia  gracilis. 
The  plants  form  graceful,  symmetrical  little, 
bushes  thickly  set  with  bloom  the  greater 
part  of  the  season. 

Alonsoa  linifolia  is  found  native  in  Aus- 
tralia, though  most  of  the  species  were  dis- 
covered in  Mexico,  Chili  and  Peru.  The

genus  is  included  in  the  Natural  Order 
Scrophulariaceae,  and  is  sometimes  known 
as  Mask  Flower.  It  was  named  in  honor  of 
Z.  Alonso,  former  Spanish  secretary  for 
Santa  Fe  de  Bogota.  It  is  pronounced 
AL-ON-SO'-A. 

EupatOFium  Weinmannianum.  —An 

English  horticulturist  states  that  this 
plant,  usually  grown  in  the  house,  thrives 
and  blooms  well  in  the  garden,  forming 
a  giant  bush  ten  feet  high  and  as  many  in 
diameter.  The  small  brush-like,  sweet- 
scented  white  flowers  are  profusely  borne 
in  flat  corymbs  four  inches  across,  and 
entirely  cover  the  bush.  The  fluffy  seed 
vessels  which  succeed  the  flowers  are  also 
attractive.  When  al- 
lowed to  develope 
naturally  the  plant  is 
compact,  and  sj^m- 
metrical,  and  every 
branch  terminates  in 
a  handsome  flower 
cluster. 

Candytuft.— The 

annual  Candytuft 
should  be  sown  in 
the  spring  as  early  as 
the  ground  can  be 
prepared.  Sow  in 
rows  where  the  plants 
are  to  bloom,  and 
thin  out  until  they 
stand  Ave  or  six 
inches  apart.  The 
comm^on  white  Candy- 
tuft is  hardy,  and  if 
sown  late  in  the  fall 
the  plants  will  appear 
early,  and  become  a 
sheet  of  bloom  before 
the  hot  days  of  sum- 
mer. Those  who 
start  Candytuft  late 
in  spring  regretfully 
learn  that  the  heated 
term  is  very  detri- 
mental to  the  health  and  beauty  of  the 
plants. 

Acacia. — Albizzia  lophantha  is  generally 
classed  as  an  Acacia,  in  seedsmens'  cata- 
logues, but  is  different  from  most  of  the 
trees  known  as  Acacia.

Crape  Myrtle.— This  is  a  handsome 

shrub,  hardy  as  far  north  as  Washington, 
but  must  be  grown  in  sheltered  places  or 
given  good  protection  in  colder  sections. 
If  grown  in  a  pot  it  can  be  kept  in  a  frost- 
proof cellar  over  winter  where  the  weather 
is  severe.  Bedded  out  in  a  sunny  border 
it  is  beautiful,  as  its  foliage  is  not  unlike 
that  of  Privet  and  its  exquisite  crape-like 
flowers  are  freely  produced  throughout  the 
season.  The  pink-flowered  variety  is  com- 
mon, but  the  white  is  scarce.  Plants  are 
readily  propagated  from  cuttings,  and  they 
bloom  when  quite  small.  At  the  south  the 
white  is  desirable  for  cemetery  decoration. 

Plumbag-o  Coeeinea.— Thisis  a  winter- 
blooming  plant  that  thrives  in  partial  shade 
in  summer  when  grown  in  a  rich,  rather 
tenacious  soil.  It  will  not  endure  cold, 
and  becomes  stunted  and  almost  dormant 
for  a  long  time  when  chilled.  It  does  well 
in  a  rather  dry  atmosphere,  and  where  the 
temperature  is  warm  and  even,  it  blooms 
freely  in  the  winter.  Its  flowers  are  car- 
mine-scarlet in  spikes. 

Begonia  Gloire  de  Lorraine.— This 

beautiful  Begonia  likes  a  cool,  rather  dry 
atmosphere.  A  temperature  ranging  from 
50  to  55  degrees  just  suits  it.  When  the 
plants  are  in  small  pots  water  occasionally 
with  weak  liquid  manure. 


CALIFORmA  HYACINTH. 


A SURE-BLOOMING  pot-plant  for 
the  window  is  offered  as  California 
Hyacinth.  It  is  bulbous,  and  suc- 
ceeds under  the  same  treatment  as  the 
Dutch  Hyacinth,  which  it  resembles  at  a 
distance  in  general  appearance.  The  flow- 
ers are  blue,  in  spikes,  and  are  showy  and 
beautiful.  Three  or  five  bulbs,  costing  ten 
or  fifteen  cents,  will  make  a  fine  potful  for 
window  decoration,  and  can  be  accommo- 
dated in  a  four-inch  or  six-inch  pot.  In 
the  larger  pot  they  grow  from  a  foot  to 
eighteen  inches  high.  The  bulbs  are  hardy 
and  can  be  bedded  out,  just  as  Dutch  Hya- 
cinths. This  is  a  valuable  addition  to  our 
list  of  window  bulbs,  being  of  the  easiest 
culture,  sure  to  bloom,  new  and  novel  in 
appearance,  and  with  all,  showy  and  hand- 
some. It  is  one  of  the  new  things  that  will 
be  admired  when  it  comes  into  bloom.  It 
may  be  potted  or  planted  with  success 
during  this  month. 

Seedling"  Plants  of  Abutilon  in  Texas. 

— The  plants  of  Hybrid  Abutilon  which 
are  so  much  prized  as  blooming  pot  plants 
at  the  north  are  grown  out-doors  in  Texas, 
and  become  beautiful  ever-blooming  sum- 
mer shrubs,  as  the  following  note  from  a 
subscriber  in  Smith  Co.  will  show: 

"Mr.  Editor.— I  planted  seedsof  Hybrid  Abutilon 
in  August,  setting  the  thrifty  little  plants  in  the  open 
ground  the  next  spring,  in  very  rich  soil,  and  their 
growth  was  surprising.  They  grew  to  be  lovely  little 
shrubs,  but  did  not  bloom  that  summer.  I  cut  them 
down  to  the  ground,  and  heaped  compost  over  their 
roots.  The  following  season  they  grew  even  better 
than  before,  reaching  the  height  of  three  or  four 
feet,  and  just  loaded  with  bloom  The  blooms  were 
large  and  well  opened — red,  yellow  and  variegeted, 
— Mary  Pontius." 

White  Flies.— A  small  white  fly  is  often 
found  congregating  upon  the  under  side  of 
the  leaves  of  Salvia  and  other  plants,  some- 
times appearing  in  such  numbers  as  to 
make  the  surface  appear  pure  white. 
When  disturbed  they  quickly  fly  away. 
An  effectual  remedy  is  a  tea  made  from 
quassia  chips  and  tobacco  stems,  with  a 
bit  of  soap  added  to  form  a  weak  suds. 
Apply  this  material  as  hot  as  the  hand  will 
bear  to  the  under  side  of  the  affected  foli- 
age, using  a  good  brass  syringe.  Two  or 
three  applications  at  intervals  during  the 
week  will  eradicate  the  pest. 

Genista. — Genista  Canariensis  is  a  green- 
house shrub  from  the  Canary  Islands, easily 
started  from  seeds  or  cuttings.  The  flow- 
ers are  small,  pea-like,  produced  on  long, 
slender  stems.  The  plant  should  be  grown 
in  a  compost  of  turfy  loam,  peat  and  sharp 
sand,  well  mixed.  Keep  slightly  shaded 
in  summer,  while  growing,  but  in  winter, 
when  you  wish  the  buds  to  develop  give 
the  plants  a  rather  warm,  sunny  place. 
Avoid  wetting  the  foliage  frequently,  as  it 
does  not  readily  dry  off.

ASPARAGUS  Plumosus  is  a  thrifty 
vine,  and  is  the  original  species.  A. 
Plumosus  Nanus  is  a  variety,  dwarf 
and  compact,  and  rarely  showing  a  dispo- 
sition to  climb.    A.  Tenuissimus  and  A. 

Comoriensis  are  not  the 
same,  though  the  plants 
have  the  same  general 
appearance.  A.  Decum- 
bens  is  a  lovely,  rare 
species,  decumbent  in 
habit,  and  its  sprays 
when  cut  make  up  well 
with  other  flowers.  A. 
Spreugeri  is  also  a 
decumbent  or  drooping 
species,  elegant  for  a 
vase  or  basket,  and  soon 
becomes  an  immense 
showy  plant  if  given 
^  plenty  of  pot  room.  It 
has  tuberous  roots,  as 
shown  m  the  little  sketch,  and  if  not  shift- 
ed into  a  larger  pot  as  it  develops  it  will 
make  room  for  its  roots  by  bursting  the 
pot,  as  the  engraving  shows.  All  of  these 
plants  are  easily  started  from  seeds, 
and  easily  grown  in  pots,  while  few  foliage 
plants  are  more  graceful  or  beautiful. 

Fruiting  Ferns.— When  Ferns  are  bear- 
ing spores  they  often  cease  to  grow  or  de- 
velop new  fronds,  the  energy  of  the  plant- 
being  devoted  to  the  spores,  which  appear 
as  raised  brown  spots  upon  the  under  side 
of  the  fronds.  If  sowm  in  a  moist,  shady 
place  those  spores  will  soon  develop  masses 
of  little  plants.  If  barren  fronds  are  pre- 
fered,  however,  the  fruit  bearing  fronds 
can  be  removed  at  the  ground,  and  other 
fronds  will  soon  develop. 

Clematis.— The  large-flowered  purple 
and  white  Clematis  plants  are  '  'miffy, ' '  that 
is,  you  cannot  depend  upon  them.  Often  a 
thrifty  plant  will  suddenly  wither  and  die 
in  mid-summer,  or  a  plant  may  be  thrifty 
one  year  and  fail  to  develop  foliage  the  fol- 
lowing season.  The  small-flowered  kinds 
are  more  reliable,  and  are  rarely  disappoint- 
ing, ^^^.^^.^.^r.^^^^  ^.^^V^^ 

Grown  in  the  Same  Pot.-^eraniums 

and  Chrysanthemums  may  be  grown  in  the 
same  pot  without  the  least  danger  of  mix- 
ing. Plants  growing  near  together  have 
no  influence  over  one  another,  except  by 
hybridization,  and  this  does  not  affect  the 
plants  themselves,  though  the  seeds  may 
produce  plants  of  a  different  character. 

Lobster  Cactus.— When  this  Cactus 
fails  to  grow  it  is  mostly  due  to  insufiicient 
drainage,  or  to  keeping  it  in  too  large  a 
pot.  The  plant  does  b,etter  in  a  rather 
small  pot,  or  when  partially  root-bound. 
Stagnant  moisture  about  the  roots  ruins  it. 


TO  HAVE  Roses  in  bloom  during-  winter 
get  young  plants  of  winter-blooming 
varieties  in  the  spring,  and  grow  them 
in  pots  of  soil  composed  of  rotted  sods, 
well-decayed  manure  and  sand  well  incor- 
porated. Shift  into  larger  pots  as  the 
plants  develop,  and  keep  plunged  in  coal 
ashes  in  a  partially  shaded  place  during 
summer.  Pinch  off  any  buds  that  may  ap- 
pear. After  a  plant  is  shifted  its  energy 
goes  to  the  formation  of  new  roots,  and  the 
top-growth  is  checked;  when  the  roots 
have  made  some  growth  the  tops  begin  to 
push,  and  as  the  pots  fill  with  roots  the 
buds  appear.  A  shift  now  into  a  larger  pot 
will  arrest  the  bud  formation,  and  the  same 
process  of  development  will  be  repeated. 
In  this  way  handsome  bushy  plants  in  five- 
inch  or  six-inch  pots  can  be  produced  dur- 
ing the  summer,  and  if  the  varieties  are 
winter-blooming  a  good  display  of  flowers 
may  be  expected  in  a  sunn;y  -window  dur- 
ing the  dreary  winter  months.  Aphides 
sometimes  trouble  house  Roses,  but  tobac- 
co smoke  confined  with  the  foliage,  or  hot 
tobacco  tea  sprayed  upon  affected  plants 
will  soon  cleanse  them. 

Sacred  Lilies.— The  so-called  Sacred 
Lilies  are  varieties  of  Polyanthus  Narcissus. 
They  may  be  grown  in  either  soil  or  water, 
treating  them  just  as 
you  would  treat 
'Roman  or  Dutch 
Hyacinths.  Let  the 
bulbs  become  well 
rooted  before  bringing 
them  to  the  light.  The 
Chinese  Sacred  Lilies 
'are  imported  from 
China,  and  the  Golden 
sort  from  Holland.  In  growing  them  pro- 
vide a  moist  cool  atmosphere.  If  the  air 
is  hot  and  dry  the  buds  are  liable  to  blast. 

Hollyhock  Disease.— The  fungus  which 

has  for  many  years  troubled  the  foliage  of 
Hollyhocks  in  England,  and  in  sections  of 
this  country,  can  be  effectually  overcome,  it 
is  said,  by  the  following  remedj'-,  noted  in  a 
late  issue  of  The  Garden  : 

"To  one  pound  of  tobacco  powder  add  a  quarter 
of  an  ounce  of  finely  powdered  sulphate  of  copper, 
well  mixed.  Dust  the  under  surface  of  the  foliage 
(or  wherever  attacked)  with  the  powder  every  two 
or  three  weeks  during  the  growing  season,  choosing 
a  dull,  still  day  for  the  operation;  this  will  be  found 
effectual." 

Black  Spots  on  Roses.— This  is  caused 
by  a  fungus,  and  is  prevented  more  or  less 
by  applying  a  surface  dressing  of  sulphur 
to  the  soil.  As  soon  as  the  disease  shows, 
the  affected  leaves  should  be  daily  gathered 
and  burned  to  prevent  spreading.  Some 
Roses  are  more  subject  to  it  than  others, 
and  where  the  disease  is  troublesome  only 
the  healthy  kinds  should  be  grown.

DOLICHOS  BICONTORTUS. 


ANEW  Nicotiana  will  be  introduced 
this  season  under  the  name  of  Nicoti- 
ana Sanderae.  This  novelty  is  not  a 
species,  but  the  result  of  a  cross  between 
a  carmine-flowered  species  from  Brazil  and 
N.  Affinis,  the 
popular  Jas- 
mine-scente  d 
species,  and  it 
has  the  color  and 
jattractiveness  of 
the  former,  with 
the  habit  and 
fragrance  of  the 
latter,  and  is 
considered  a 
great  acquisition 
by  those  who 
have  grown  it. 
The  horticultu- 
^ral  periodicals  of 
]E  u  r  o  p  e  have 
been  profuse  in 
their  words  of  praise  of  this  Nicotiana,  and 
at  all  of  the  Flower  Shows  held  under  the 
auspices  of  the  prominent  Horticultural 
Societies  of  the  world  this  new  flower  has 
received  the  highest  award.  It  is  certainly 
a  flower  destined  to  have  wide  popularity, 
and  one  that  can  be  freely  commended  to 
Magazine  readers.  The  following  notice 
of  this  flower  is  found  in  a  late  issue  of  the 
Gardener's  Magazine: 

"Messrs  Sander  and  Sons,  St.  Albans,  have  raised 
a  fine  new  Nicotiana  by  intercrossing  the  new  red- 
flowered  Nicotiana  Forgetiana  with  the  popular, 
beautiful,  and  fragrant  Nicotiana  Affinis.  The  new- 
comer, named  Nicotiana  Sanderas,  is  a  charming 
plant,  and,  as  it  is  raised  easily  from  seeds,  there  can 
ise  no  doubt  whatever  that,  when  put  into  commerce 
it  will  quickly  become  a  popular  subject.  That  it  is 
a  useful  one  has  been  demonstrated  at  the  Temple 
Show,  Drill  Hall,  Holland  House,  and  elsewhere  by 
the  raisers.  Nicotiana  Sanderae  grows  up  to  four 
feet  in  height,  branches  freely,  and  flowers  profusely, 
producing  blooms  that  are  .shorter  in  the  tube  than 
those  of  Nicotiana  Affinis,  and  a  little  smaller  in  the 
spread  of  the  segments,  but  the  chief  difference  is 
the  freely-branched  habit,  and  the  red  or  rose  colour- 
ing of  the  flowers.  This  hybrid  shows  considerable 
colour  variation  from  pale  blush  pink  to  bright  red. 
Some  of  the  shades  are  very  pretty,  and,  if  they  can 
be  fixed  so  as  to  come  true  from  seeds,  so  much  the 
better,  as  then  those  who  admire  certain  shades 
above  others  may  indulge  their  fancy.  Nicotiana 
Sanderae  is  treated  as  an  annual,  and  may  be  raised 
in  similar  fashion  to  Nicotiana  Affinis.  For  the 
decoration  of  the  conservatory,  Nicotiana  Sanderae 
cannot  fail  to  prove  suitable,  as  it  is  both  light  and 
elegant  as  well  as  attractive;  whfle  for  out  door  cult- 
ure, even  if  only  for  the  summer,  it  has  a  wide  sphere 
of  usefulness  before  it  as  a  subject  for  grouping  and 
bedding. 

Hoy  a.— The  Hoya  or  Wax  Plant  grows 
freely  when  given  plenty  of  root  room,  but ' 
rarely  blooms.  Let  it  become  root-bound, 
water  sparingly  in  winter  and  give  it  a 
partially  .shaded  place>  When  thus  treated 
■it  mostly  blooms  every  summer.  Do  not 
cut  the  stems  bearing  the  flowers.  The 
plant  bears  its  flowers  on  these  stems  year 
after  year,  and  should  not  be  cut  off. 


IN  THE  autumn  a  lady  submitted  to  the 
Editor  of  the  Floral  Magazine  two  bean- 
like seed-pods  attached  to  a  little  stem, 
and  wanted  to  know  the  name  of  the  vine 
from  which  they  were  taken.  The  cluster 
is  represented  in  the  little  engraving  at  the 
right.  The  other  is  a  similar  cluster  lack- 
ing the  stem,  upon  which  some  salt  was 
sprinkled  after  brushing  it  with  mucilage.

to  represent  a  german  pretzel,  and  to  use 
as  a  curiosity.  These  pods  are  from  the 
annual  vine  known  as  Dolichos  bicontortus 
(twice-twisted),  which  is  readily  started 
from  seeds,  is  of  rapid  growth, [bears  bean- 
like foliage  and  rather  showy  blue  and 
white  flowers  on  long  stems.  It  was 
brought  from  Japan  in  1869,  and  has  been 
more  or  less  cultivated  since  as  an  orna- 
mental climber.  The  seeds  may  be  ob- 
tained of  almost  any  reputable  seedsman. 

The  E veningr  Stock.— A  subscriber  from 
Sumner  County,  Kansas,  sends  the  Editor 
the  following  note: 

Mr,  Editor:— For  six  years  I  have  had  a  little 
flowerthat  I  love  above  all  others,  not  for  its  beauty . 
for  it  is  not  attractive  in  form  or  color,  but  it  is  truly 
the  sweetest  of  all  garden  flowers.  In  the  evening 
it  perfumes  the  air  with  the  most  delicious  scent  you 
could  imagine,  somewhat  like  the  Honeysuckle.  It 
has  seeds  like  Sweet  Alyssum,  produced  in  a  hard 
little  pod.  I  never  saw  it  anywhere  else,  and  every- 
body who  sees  it  wants  to  know  the  name  of  it. 
Can  you  tell  me?— Mrs.  J.  Jones. 

The  description  answers  to  that  of  Mat- 
thiola  bicornis,  commonly  known  as  Sweet- 
scented  Evening  Stock.  It  is  a  half-hardy 
sub-shrub  from  Greece,  with  branching 
stems,  terminated  by  purplish  red,  very 
sweet-scented  flowers.  Plants  are  easily  rais- 
ed from  seeds,  and  come  into  bloom  early, 
continuing  in  bloom  throughout  the  season. 
The  seeds  are  kept  by  most  of  our  seedsmen, 
and  sold  at  from  three  to  five  cents  per 
packet.  ^^^^.^^^.^^..^^..^^.^^..^^..^^..^^ 

Ferns  and  Moisture.— Although  most 
Ferns  like  a  shady  situation  and  moisture 
about  the  roots,  it  should  not  be  supposed 
that  the  soil  needs  no  drainage.  A  sour, 
water-logged  soil  will  not  develop  fine 
fronds.  Imperfect  drainage  and  liberal 
watering  will  cause  the  fronds  to  damp  off 
or  turn  brown  before  they  become  fully  de- 
veloped. Provide  a  light,  porous,  sandy 
soil,  such  as  black  woods  earth  and  sharp 
sand.  Place  a  liberal  supply  of  broken 
crocks  at  the  bottom  of  the  pot  for  drain- 
age, before  setting  the  plant,  and  then  keep 
in  a  shady  window,  in  a  moist  atmosphere.

suds,  left  from  my  washing,  and  hoed  them 
[.  three  or  four  times  during  the  season,  each 
\  time  drawing  the  dirt  about  them,  but 
l'  never  making  a  narrow  ridge  for  them  to 
l'  grow  in.  When  this  is  done  they  dry  out 
i;  too  much,  and  do  not  bloom  well.  Nas- 
!    turtiums,  also,  shared  the  same  treatment, 

except  I  did  not  give  them  so  many  ashes. 

I  kept  the  flowers  picked  from  both  Sweet 

■  Peas  and  Nasturtiums.  Soap  suds  is  my 
!■  fertilizer  for  almost  all  sorts  of  flowers.

MORNING  GLORY  TENT. 


MY  MORNING  Glory  tent  was  an 
all-day  Glory.  A  large  sized  car- 
riage wheel  of  light  weight  was 
raised  on  a  pole  which  was  four  feet  in  the 
ground  and  nine  feet  above  ground.  Then 
I  dug  a  lar^e  circle  of  ground  a  foot  wide 
to  plant  the  Morning  Glories  in.  I  also  had 
a  box  on  top  of  the  wheel  filled  with  Morn- 
ing Glory  plants.  I  started  the  seeds  in 
boxes  in  the  house  early  in  spring,  and 
transplanted  when  they  had  six  leaves. 
The  plants  grew  rapidly  and  soon  covered 
the  heavy  twine  used  for  support.  The 
twine  was  adjusted  around  so  as  to  form  a 
sort  of  tent.  At  the  base  were  planted  As- 
ters, Poppies,  Candytuft,  Verbenas,  Dah- 
lias, Zinnias,  and  Mignonette.  In  the 
morning  the  tent  was  one  solid  sheet  of 
bloom  in  all  shades  of  pink,  white,  purple 
and  blue.  When  the  Morning  Glories  were 
closed,  the  other  flowers  were  the  chief  at- 
traction. Besides  being  beautiful  it  was 
also  quite  useful,  as  nearly  all  the  spare 
time  of  the  family  was  passed' there.

Coboea  Seandens.— I  had  some  lovely 
vines  of  Coboea  Seandens.

The  plants  sold  at  the  Florist's  for  fifteen 
and  twenty-five  cents  each,  but  I  got  all 
mine  for  three  cents.

TUBEROUS  BEGONIAS. 


NO  ONE,  unacquainted  with  the  Privet, 
can  realize  the  beauty  of  a  well  kept 
hedge.  The  California  Privet  makes 
a  lovely  hedge,  and  is  inexpensive.  One 
can  bay  a  half  dozen  plants,  and  grow  them 
for  a  year  or  two,  rooting  cuttings  as  fast 
as  they  grow,  and  in  a  couple  of  years  will 
have  hundreds  and  hundreds  of  little  shrubs 
rooted,  and  read}^  to  set  out.  In  setting 
the  hedge,  one  should  spade  the  earth  up 
as  soft  and  fine  as  for  planting  corn,  then 
set  the  plants,  nof  more  than  a  foot  apart. 
The  grass  must  be  kept  out  from  about  the 
roots  until  the  hedge  is  well  grown.  When 
the  little  twigs  begin  to  reach  out  too  far, 
the  entire  hedge  should  be  trimmed.  A 
pair  of  hedge  clippers  are  necessary  to  trim 
properly.  Trimming  will  cause  the  plants 
to  send  out  new  sprouts,  and  thicken  up 
the  hedge.  The  hedge  should  be  about 
three  feet  high,  and  the  level  top  about  two 
feet  across.  The  sides  of  the  hedge  should 
be  trimmed  back  square  with  the  top.  A 
home  surrounded  by  a  good  hedge  is  beau- 
tiful and  there  is  never  any  cost  of  fencing, 
no  trouble  of  mending,  and  no  neglected 
appearance  of  the  home.  In  small  towns 
and  villages  these  hedges  are  especially 
handsome.  A  village  with  hedges  is  beau- 
tiful, and  one  that  no  other  village  can 
compare  with.  Maude  Meredith.

[Note.— Plants  of  California  Privet  can  be  raised 
from  seeds  sown  out-doors  in  the  spring.  The  seeds 
are  comparatively  inexpensive,  and  plants  from  them 
are  healthy  and  grow  vigorously.— Ed.] 

Scale  on  Oleander.— In  the  spring  my 
Oleander  was  white  with  scale.  I  was  sure 
it  was  lost,  so  I  used  harsh  treatment.  I 
first  cut  it  down  to  about  two  feet,  took 
every  leaf  and  small  branch  off,  then  I  took 
strong  lye-soap  suds  and  a  scrubbing  brush, 
and  gave  it  a  vigorous  scrubbing,  rinsed  off, 
and  left  it  to  its  fate.  We  had  one  or  two 
real  cold  spells,  but  I  did  not  bring  it  in 
the  house,  nor  protect  it  in  any  way. 
After  the  weather  became  warmer  buds  be- 
gan to  swell,  and  in  a  short  time  leaves 
and  branches  began  to  grow,  and  now  it  is 
as  healthy  looking  an  Oleander  as  you 
would  care  to  have.  Aunt  Nan.

Paulownia  Imperialis.— A  very  showy 
group  of  foliage  can  be  secured  by  using 
seedling  plants  of  this  Japanese  tree. 
Give  them  good  protection  the  first  winter 
at  the  North,  and  cut  back  to  one  eye 
each  spring.  The  growth  of  stem  and 
Ifcat  ib  gigantic. 


IF  YOU  have  never  cultivated  the  beauti- 
ful Tuberous  Begonia,  let  me  urge  you 
to  include  some  bulbs  in  your  order 
this  spring.  I  am  sure  you  will  never  be 
without  them  again.  I  have  had  them  in 
my  flower  collection  for 
years,  and  in  my  opinion 
nothing  exceeds  the 
great  waxy  blooms;  the 
(Colors  are  varied,  and 
most  beautiful,  and  the 
foliage  lovely  in  form 
'and  color.  They  begin 
to  blossom  early,  and 
from  that  timfe  till  frost 
they  are  loaded  with 
flowers  every  day.  I  find  it  very  easy  to 
start  the  tubers  into  growth  in  March  or 
April,  by  placing  them  in  a  pasteboard  box 
holding  about  a  quart  or  two  of  earth,  ac- 
cording to  number  of  tubers.  I  keep  the 
box  on  a  shelf  behind  the  kitchen  range, 
where  it  will  get  constant  heat.  Water  spar- 
ingly, and  when  the  roots  are  well  started, 
place  them  in  good  sized  pots  for  summer.

Paeony  Buds  Blasting.— Some  one 
wishes  to  know  the  cause  of  Paeony  buds 
blasting.  Perhaps  it  is  an  old  root,  and 
needs  transplanting  and  dividing.  I  had 
the  same  trouble  with  a  Rose  Paeony,  and 
by  taking  it  up  and  making  as  many  plants, 
as  there  were  good  buds,  I  set  a  long  row  of 
them.  The  roots  were  one  solid  mass,  in- 
terwoven and  twisted  in  many  shapes. 
They  all  lived  and  made  a  good  growth,  but 
no  blossoms  the  first  year.  Since  then, 
however,  they  have  been  loaded  with 
blossoms  yearly.  That  gave  me  a  hint  to 
improve  the  other  varieties,  and  one  by  one 
they  have  all  been  transplanted,  and  very 
much  improved  thereby.  It  seems  neces- 
sary that  even  a  thrifty  bunch  should  be 
taken  up  and  divided  once  in  eight  or  ten 
years.

ASPARSGUS  FERNS. 


THOSE  who  are  just  beginning  to  keep 
house  plants  are  apt  to  choose  bloom- 
ing plants  first.  These  without  prop- 
er care  soon  cease  to  bloom  and  become 
unsightly.  Few  blooming  plants  when  out 
of  bloom  are  ornamental.  Many  foliage 
plants,  also,  are  far  from  being  a  ^pleasing 
success,  unless  given  the  required-treat- 
ment. For  beginners  in  floriculture,  no 
class  of  plants  perhaps  is  more  satisfactory 
than  the  Asparagus  Ferns.  A  rich  soil, 
plenty  of  water,  and  a  moderate  amount 
of  sunlight  is  the  sum  of  their  requirements. 
Like  every  thing  else  they  respond  to 
good  care.  I  now  have  a  very  fine  speci- 
men of  one  of  the  so-called  "Lace"  varie- 
ties. Its  new  vines  grow  twelve,  or  fifteen 
feet  before  any  foliage  appears.  There 
are  little  recurved  thorns  at  the  bass  of 
each  spray  of  foliage.  This  latter  is  per- 
fectly flat,  a  beautiful  lace  spray,  broader 
and  longer  than  a  man's  hand.  I  have  an- 
other vining  sort  which  is  not  such  a  vig- 
orous grower,  and  the  sprays  of  foliage  fin- 
er and  not  so  flat.  The  Plumosus  Nanus  is 
dwarf  in  growth,  and  more  suitable  where 
space  is  limited.  Quite  different  from  any 
of  these  is  tbe  Sprengeri,  with  its  lovely- 
trailing  sprays,  often  a  yard  long.  It 
grows  and  increases  very  rapidly,  and  is 
easily  started  from  the  seeds.  All  of  these 
varieties  are  valuable  for  cut  flower  work 
and  decorating.  When  cut  the  sprays  re- 
tain their  freshness  for  weeks  if  the  stems 
are  kept  moist.  I  have  never  known  any 
one  to  grow  these  Ferns  who  was  not 
pleased  with  them.

The  Ameriean  Beauty  Rose.— The 

American  Beauty  Rose  is  one  of  the  grand- 
est Roses  grown.    It  is  fine  for  forcing,  I 
have  had  good  success  with  it  the  past 
three  seasons.    It  is  a  fine  bloomer,  and 
where  a  person  can  have  onl}'-  a  few  flowers 
it  certainly  is  a  gem.    I  always  had  mine 
potted  during  the  summer,  but  this  spring  I 
have  it  bedded  out.    It  takes  its  rest  in  the 
5  winter,  as  I  have  not  the  space  to  keep  it 
'  growing.    It  needs  a  good  deal"  of  cutting 
back  to  promote  bloom.

Impatiens  Sultana.— For  pots  in  the 
window  Impatiens  Sultana  is  not  excelled 
for  winter-blooming.  Give  it  a  sunny  place 
and  an  equable  temperature  and  it  will 
bloom  freely  and  constantly.  Avoid  chilling 
the  plants.  The  flowers  are  showy  and  of 
various  colors  from  salmon- white  to  purple. 


ALTHOUGH  the  Bermuda  Buttercup 
Oxalis  is  widely  advertised,  there  are 
a  great  many  people  who  do  not  seem 
to  know  that  there  is  anything  better  than 
the  little  old-fashioned  varieties.  The 
points  of  superiority  in  the  Bermuda  Oxalis 
are  the  long  stems,  (making  it  a  fine  flower 
for  cutting) ,  and  the  length  of  time  it  opens 
each  day.  The  flowers  are  large,  delicately 
fragrant,  and  of  a  most  pleasing  shade  of 
yellow.  From  observation  I  find  that  each 
flower  is  open  six  days,  and  a  flower  stem 
has  blooms  for  28  days.  My  experience 
would  indicate  that  it  does  not  pay  to  save 
the  bulbs.  The  home  grown  ones  are  too 
long  coming  up.  One  purchased  from  a 
florist  has  five  leaves  four  weeks  after  plant- 
ing, while  out  of  four  of  my  own  raising, 
only  one  shows  above  ground  five  weeks 
after  planting.  I  have  found  the  same  to 
be  true  of  Freesias.  Care  must  be  used 
not  to  make  soil,  for  Oxalis,  too  rich.  I 
use  only  good  garden  soil  with  a  layer  of 
well  rotted  manure  next  to  the  drainage.

Asparagus  deeumbens.— One'of  the 
most  beautiful  of  pot  plants  is  Asparagus 
deeumbens.  It  is  as  easily  grown  from  seeds 
as  other  species,  and  thrives  in  the  window 
where  many  other  house  plants  would  die. 
The  foliage  is  delicate,  rich  green,  and  very 
handsome  to  mix  with  cut  flowers  in  vases 
or  for  personal  adornment.  Being  rare  the 
plant  excites  curiosity  as  well  as  admiration. 
In  culture  the  older  sprays  sometimes  turn 
brown,  but  they  are  soon  succeeded  by  anew 
and  stronger  growth.  This  Asparagus  will 
become  popular,  and  the  "up-to-date' '  win- 
dow gardener  should  lose  no  time  in  adding 
it  to  the  plant  collection. 

Camellia.— With  me  the  Camellia  is  a 
very  satisfactory  plant.  I  have  had  one 
for  a  number  of  years,  and  each  year  it 
has  had  as  many  as  thirty,  or  forty  blos- 
soms. At  the  present  time  it  has  eighty 
buds,  the  most  it  has  ever  had.  The  at- 
mosphere, here,  is  cool  and  moist  from  the 
time  the  buds  form  until  it  blooms,  so  I 
have  no  trouble  from  buds  falling.  It  is 
potted  in  woods  earth  and  a  little  sand. 
The  blossoms  are  a  bright  pink.

THDNBERGIA  ALATA. 


THE  winged  Thunbergia,  Alata,  is  an 
annual  vine  of  easy  culture  found  na- 
tive in  South  Africa  and  India.  The 
plants  grow  six  feet  high,  have  pretty  green 
foliage  and  attractive  flowers,  as  represent- 
ed in  the  engraving.  They  begin  to  bloom 
in  early  summer,  and  continue  to  bear 
flowers  freely  till  frost.  In  color  the  flow- 
ers are  white,  yellow  and  orange,  some 
varieties  plain,  and  some  showing  a  distinct 
black  eye.  Trained 
upon  a  trellis  either 
in  the  garden  or 
window  they  do  well 
and  make  a  fine  dis- 
play. This  vine 
deserves  a  place  at 
every  home,  and 
should  not  be  over- 
looked when  the 
order  for  seeds  is 
being  prepared. 

Plant  for  a  Dry

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PLUMBAGO  COCCINEA. 


SEVERAL  years  ago  I  purchased  a 
plant  of  Plumbago,  recommended  as 
■being  a  good  blooming  plant  for  the 
window  garden.  I  got  the  plant  in  the  fall 
and  it  remained  stationary  for  months,  not 
making  any  perceptible  growth.  I  felt 
sc^mewhat  disgusted,  and  discouraged,  but 
still  I  had  faith  and  so  kept  the  plant,  and 
gave  it  the  best  possible  care.  When  the 
warm  weather  came  the  next  season,  the 
plant  began  to  grow.  New  shoots  sprang 
forth,  and  the  second  winter  it  was  a  mass 
of  bloom,  its  beautiful  carmine  blossoms  in 
long  racemes  standing  well  above  the  plant. 
The  older  it  gets  the  more  valuable  it  is, 
and  it  can  be  relied  upon  to  give  a  large 
amount  of  bloom  for  the  winter  window 
garden.

FARFUGIUM  GRANDE. 


I HAVE  a  large  Farfugium,  or  spotted 
Leopard  plant,  which  is  beautiful.  It  is 
larger  around  than  a  peck  measure,  and 
every  leaf  is  as  large  as  a  large-sized  sauce 
dish,  and  perfect  in  shape.  I  repot  in  the 
spring  as  often  as  it  is  necessary,  which  is 
about  once  a  year.  I  give  it  good  black 
dirt,  with  a  little  fine  sifted  sand.  I  keep 
the  soil  moist  with  warm  water  after  the 
plant  has  started  to  grow,  applying  the 
water  as  hot  as  I  can  hold  my  hand  in  with- 
out burning.  When  it  runs  through  the 
soil  and  collects  in  the  saucer  I  drain  it  off. 
If  water  is  allowed  to  stand  in  the  saucer 
after  it  gets  cold  it  will  rot  the  roots,  and 
kill  the  plant.  You  can  put  boiling  water 
in  the  saucer  the  plant  stands  in,  and  let 
the  plant  take  it  up  itself.  The  Farfugium 
should  be  kept  in  a  warm  room,  with  all 
the  morning  sun,  and  a  little  of  the  sun 
from  the  south,  if  possible,  and  it  will  grow 
nicely.  I  wash  it  once  a  week  with  cold  wa- 
ter and  a  soft  cloth  to  prevent  scales  from 
coming.

STARTING  SLIPS. 


MY  SUCCESS  in  rooting"  slips  was  very 
uncertain  until  I  tried  the  following, 
and  being-  an  easy  and  simple  way,  I 
trust  others  will  succeed  with  it  also:  A 
slit  was  cut  with  a  sharp  knife,  long  enoug-h 
to  hold  a  grain  of  wheat,  small  corn,  or 
seed  of  cabbage  or  radish.  Then  the  slip 
was  placed  firmly  in  good  sandj?^  soil,  kept 
moist  the  same  as  if  no  seeds  were  used.  In 
a  short  time  the  seeds  will  sprout,  and  al- 
most always  rootlets  will  be  started  on  the 
slip.  Sometimes  these  roots  start  above 
the  slit,  sometimes  from  the  center  of  slit 
surface,  then  again  at  the  base  of  slip. 
It  seems  the  vitality  of  the  growing  seed 
quickens  the  life  of  the  slip.  At  any  rate 
the  sprouting  seed  uses  any  surplus  moist- 
ure the  soil  may  contain,  so  there  is  no  dan- 
ger of  damping.  E.  C.

[Note, — It  is  often  advantageous  to  slit  a  cutting 
before  inserting  it.  In  such  cases  the  roots  -svill  be 
found  issuing  from  the  sides  of  the  sHt.  Inserting 
a  seed  in  the  slit,  except  for  separation,  is  of  doubt- 
ful benefit.— Ed.] 

Pottingr  Soil.— Dried  cow  chips  broken 
into  bits,  with  sharp  sand,  make  the  best 
bloom-producing  soil  I  have  ever  tried. 
Carnations  and  Geraniums  I  can  vouch  for, 
having  produced  from  thirty  to  sixty  large 
and  perfect  blooms,  on  an  average,  the 
season  through.  Fill  unglazed  earthen 
pots  with  broken  up  cow  chips,  and  when 
the  plants  are  set  in,  cover  the  surface,  ap- 
ply with  silver  sand.  The  rough,  uneven 
pieces  admit  the  sunlight  and  air,  they  of- 
fer no  obstruction  to  water,  do  not  pack, 
and,  above  all,  feed  the  roots  and  vitalize 
the  plants  as  no  other  fertilizer  does.

The  foliage  of  this  shrub  is  said  to 
be  pleasantly  fragrant  when  bruised,  and 
that  the  nuts  are  encrusted  with  a  whitish 
dry  wax,  which  if  boiled  in  water,  the  wax 
melts  and  rises  to  the  surface,  and  is  then 
collected.  This  wax  under  the  name  of 
"Bayberry  Tallow"  is  used  in  the  making 
of  candles,  soap  and  for  other  domestic 
purposes.

The  Roman  Hyacinths  are 
showing  buds,  also,  the  Crocuses.  The  Tulips 
are  coming  up  but  are  later.  The  other  Hya- 
cinths are  just  showing;  will  be  later  too.  I  hope 
I  shall  have  some  Roman  Hyacinths  out  for 
Christmas.  Everyone  ought  to  have  a  few  Ro- 
man Hyacinths.  They  are  so  easy  to  grow,  and 
more  than  repay  one  for  their  care.  I  think  if 
folks  grew  Narcissus  and  Roman  Hyacinths  once, 
they  never  would  do  without  them  again.  I  only 
had  one  Roman  Hyacinth  last  year,  but  it  was 
worth  all  the  other  plants,  it  had  eight  spikes  of 
bloom  on  one  bulb,  and  was  so  fragrant,  I  had 
one  bulb  of  double  rose  Van  Sion.  It  had  one 
flower,  but  I  never  saw  anything  so  beautiful.  It 
was  as  large  around  as  a  teacup,  and  three  inches 
across,  but  the  bulb  died  this  summer.  Everyone 
asks,  is  that  beautiful  plant  going  to  bloom  this 
winter,  so  I  send  for  a  few,  perhaps  they  vdll 
bloom  for  Easter.

GOSSIP. 

Dear  Floral  Friends:  -This  is  a  good  time  to 
review  the  year's  work,  and  I  find  that  my  gar- 
den has  had  some  especially  bright  spelts  ever 
since  the  snow  melted  from  the  Pansy  border 
and  disclosed  half  opened  buds.  The  Pansies 
were  followed  by  Primroses  and  a  hmidred  Daff- 
odils, and  a  bunchy  of  Lemon  Lily  gave  nearly  fif- 
ty stalks,  bearing  from  six  to  ten  fragrant  blooms 
and  attracted  much  attention.  The  Iris  were 
there  too,  and  a  bed  of  Columbines  raised  from 
seeds  was  a  beauty  spot  a  long  time.  People  said 
they  never  saw  such  large  blooms  before,  and 
neither  have  I,  or  such  lovely  colors.  Since  July 
1st  the  bedding  Petunias  have  furuished  us  doz- 
ens of  blooms  of  aJl  the  shades,  many  more  than 
I  was  familiar  with  before.  The  .  Ranunculus- 
flowered  Poppies  were  the  loveliest  Poppies  I 
ever  saw,  white,  pink,  rose,  scarlet,  crimson, 
slate,  maroon  and  the  same  shades,  each  edged 
with  white.  There  were  beautiful  Snapdragons, 
I  didn't  expect  t<J  succeed  with,  but  I  raised  over 
fifty  plants  from  one  packet.  The  Fall  Phlox, 
Day  Lily  and  Hydrangea  gave  us  flowers  out-of- 
doors  until  hard  frosts  I  like  some  plants  to  be 
especially  attractive  during  the  winter,  as  soon  as 
frost  spoils  the  garden.  First,  the  Chrysanthe- 
mums, of  which  the  pompons  are  especial  favor- 
ites. These  will  be  in  the  cellar  in  time  to  give 
the  place  of  honor  to  the  early  flowering  Christ- 
mas Cactus,  and  by  the  time  this  one  is  finishing, 
the  later  blooming  will  take  its  place.  These 
Cacti  are  great  favorites  of  mine;  they  ask  so 
little  and  give  so  much.  After  blooming  they  are 
placed  on  the  back  of  the  plant  table  and  receive 
water  once  a  week.  In  spring  they  are  placed  on 
a  table  on  the  west  piazza,  and  receive  more  wa- 
ter and  sun,  and  they  always  set  full  of  buds. 
When  the  Cacti  are  through  blooming.  Daffodils 
and  Freesias  will  take  their  place.  These  with 
Impatiens  Sultana,  KenUworth  Ivy,  Heliotrope, 
Rex  Begonia,  Petunias,  etc.,  will  furnish  flowers 
in  numbers  all  winter,  but  for  more  brightness  I 
add  a  few  fancy  Geraniums,  Variegated  Ivy, 
Fancy-leaved  Begonias,  and  Coleus,  and  can  keep 
cheerful  even  on  the  snowiest  day  we  have.

Notice 
the  seeds.  It  seems  incredible  that  any  thing  so 
small,  should  be  so  easy  to  plant  itself  and  grow. 
Young  plants  are  everywhere  They  often  bloom 
the  first  year  when  only  a  few  feet  high.  They 
are  not  so  easy  to  get  rid  of,  as  they  are  perfectlji 
hardy,  dying  to  the  ground  in  winter,  but  come 
up  with  renewed  vigor  in  spring.  Their  curious 
flowers,  and  seed  baskets  are  produced  at  the 
joints,  just  above  every  leaf.  Here  they  are  still 
green,  as  we  have  had  but  two  light  frosts,  which 
owing  to  the  smoke  from  factories,  and  river, , in- 
jured plants  but  little.  Some  tall  Chrysanthe- 
mums are  stUl  in  bloom,  and  the  Roses  are  fine. 
A  large  plant  of  Heliotrope  is  just  as  green  as 
ever,  and  is  an  immense  plant.  They  are  very 
poor  bloomers  here,  either  in  garden  or  pots. 
Nasturtiums  and  Salvias,  are  fresh  yet.  The 
golden  foliage  Salvia  is  never  as  pretty  as  in  the 
■fall.  Then  the  foliage  is  a  lovely  yellow.  A 
Bougainvillea  in  the  garden,  fully  ten  feet  across, 
is  just  shovnng  the  odd  flower  bracts.
